Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview took place after an advisory action was mailed to the 
Applicant, wherein the advisory action stated that the amendment to include "human" BMP-2 and the practical use in 
an "allogeneic subject" was not entered because it raised new issues for search and consideration for relevant art, and 
also condiderationunder 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for support in the specification for the claimed combination. During the 
telephone interview, Applicant pointed out that the prior SPE indicated that amending the claims to recite that MSCs 
transduced with human BMP-2 administered to allogeneic recipients would render the claims allowable. However, 
Applicant was informed that the amendment to the claims to recite "allogeneic subject" introduced new matter. 
Applicant was also informed that both the SPE and the Examiner of record have changed and that both require to 
reconsider the claim with respect to the prior art. 
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
